Death of Dr. Oronhyatekha. 


Supreme Chief Ranger of Independ- 
ent Foresters Suddenly Called. 

Savannah, Ga., March 3.—Dr. Oron- 
hyatekha of Toronto, the famous 
former chief of the Mohawk Indians, 
Supreme Chief Ranger of the Inde- 
pendent Order of Foresters, died at 
the Desoto Hotel on Saturday after- 
noon at 5.25 o'clock, 

Dr, Oronhyatekha arrived in Savan- 
nah on January 30th and stopped at 
the Desoto. He was aceompanied b: 
Mr. W. W. Dunlop of the office sta! 
at Toronto. An affection of the heart 
which had long giyen him trouble be- 
camie more pronounced shortly after 
he arrived, and the doctor was con- 
fined to his bed, He was able to go 
out but little while here. 

On Wednesday bis condition he- 
came such as to cause his physician 
and his secretary alarm. On Frida 
paresis developed and Dr. T. J, Charl- 
ton, who was attending him, seeing 
that the end was near,. advised that 
he had done all he could for the dis- 
tinguished sufferer and that death 
was not far off. Dr. Oronhyatekha 
was conscious until a short time be- 
fore hedied and conversed with Mr. 
A. E. Stevenson, of Port Huron, 
Mich., Supreme Councillor of the 
Independent Order of Foresters, 
about the affairs of the organization. 
He longed yery much to see his son, 
Dr. Acland Oronhyatekha, who had 
been telegraphed for, but was unable 
to reach here before death. Mr. 
Dunlop took the very best care of Dr. 
Oronhyatekha, and when he saw how 
graye his condition was called 
in one of the most prominent 
physicians in the city to attend him, 
He felt yery keenly the, death of the 
doctor, 

Dr. Oronhyatekha was of pure Mo- 
hawk lineage and was born August 
10, 1841, at the Six Nstions’ Indian 
reservation, near Brantford, Ont, 
His English education began in the 
industrial schoul on the reservation 
near Brantford, established for the 
training of voung Indians, and sup- 
poet and maintained by the New 

Sngland Company of London, Eng- 
jJand. According to the Encyclopedia 
of ~ Canadian Biography, ron 
byatekha when very, young bad a 
natural ambition to improye himsell 
by education, and to gratify it he 
proceeded to Wilbraham, Mass., to 
supplement the elementary education 
acquired ut the-industrial school by a 
course of study at the Wesleyan 


Academy, 


STRUGGLED FOR AN EDUCATION, 


He was without means, but possess 
ed of ample pluck and energy, and to 
provide funds he undertook what 
work he could find, upon one occasion 
eagerly and gratefully earning forty 
cents by sawing a cord of wood for a 
Methodist minister. Although the 
need of earning nioney compelled him 
to workeafter school hours he -asually 
managed to gain the top of his class 
in examinations at the Wesleyan 
Academy, and during bis last year 
there he not only stood at the head of 
his class in various subjects, but 
obtained the maximum number of 
marks. Upon the completion of bis 
course at Wilbrabam he returned to 
Brantford, and for a year taught 
school among his own people. at 
the height of his ambition kad not by 
any means been attained, and we find 
him next matriculating at Kenyon 
College, Ohio, where in three years be 
completed the course, which usually 
occupied four, He had decided upon 
medicine as his profession and studied 
for three years in Toronto Uniyersity. 


ATTRACTED THE PRINCE'S ATTENTION, 


While he was still a student at this 
seat of learning, in 1860, the visit to 
Canada of the Prince’of Wales, now 
his Majesty King Edward VIL, 
occurred, and Oronhyatekha, then in 
his twentieth year, was selected by. 
the chief of the Six Nations to present 
au address to the gon and heir of their 
Great White Mother. Tne impres- 
sion made upon the young Prince and 
his party was so favorable that Oron- 
hyatekha was invited to continue his 
studies” at Oxford, which he did, 
under the care of the Prince's physi- 
cian, Sir Henry Acland, regius pro- 
fessor of medicine at Oxford, 

A remarkable attachment, which 
developed with the years, sprang up 
between the great English physician 
and his pupil; Sir Henry, from the 
time the poor but keen witted Indian 
boy arrived at Oxford, directed his 
studies, stimulated his energies, and 
cheered hig life with all the tenderness 
of a father. 


HE BECAME A FORESTER, 


Having graduated with distinction 
the young doctor commenced practice 
at Frankford, near Belleyille, and 
was elected first Secretary of the Hast- 
ings County Medical Association, 
When leaving Frankford for Strat- 
ford, his friends presented him with 
an address and gold watch. 

He removed to London in 1875, and 
built up an extensive medical practice 


there. While living in London he 
was initiated into the Independent 
Order of Foresters, with which hia 
name became so inseparably associ- 
uted. He rose rapidly to the position 


ecutive of the order,

1881 was elected to the office of 
Supreme Chief Ranger, which he 
continued to hold till his death. — His 
devotion to Forestry necessitated the 
neglect and final abandonment of the 
active practice of his profession.

“The Castle,” on Foresters’ Island 
Park, in the Bay of Quinte. This 
residence was converted into the For- 
esters’ Orphan Home, whieh has be- 
come a well-known institution. 


WENT SOUTH FOR BEALTH. 


The late Supreme Chief Ranger left 
Toronto about six weeks ago in search 
of better health in a warmer climate. 

Dr. Oronhyatekha had been ‘under 
the care of Dr. Britton for some time. 
‘The last public function he attended 
was the joint reception tendered to 
himself and the new Supreme Secre- 
tary, Mr, Matheson, just before his 
departure for the south by Ohief 
Ranger BK, H. Cuthbert and_ the 
officers and members of Court Sher- 
wood Forest, when he delivered a 
stivring-address.. The late Dr. Oron- 
hyatekha lived at 208 Carlton street.

AYY even numbered section of Dominion 

Lands in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, excepting 8 and 26,not rowerved, may be 
homeateaded by any person who is the sote 
head of afamily, oc any male over 18 years of 
age, to the ewtent of one-quarter section of 160 
acres, more or loss. 

Entry must be made personaMy at the loonl 
land office for the district io which the land is 
witinte. 

The homesteaderis requited to perform the 
conditions connected therewith under one of 
the foNowing plans :— 

(L) At least six months’ residence upon and 
cultivation of the land in eaoh yoar for three 

ears. 

: (2) If the father (or mothor,if the father is 
deceased) of the homestender reskies upon & 
farm in the vicinity of the land entered for, the 
requiremente ato residcace may be satisfied 
by such person residing with the father or 
mother, . 

(3) If the settlor bans his permanent residence 
upon farming Innd owned by bim in the vicko- 
ity of bie boniestead, the requirements as to 
remdence may be satished by residence upon 
thesaid land,

Mr. J. S. Knapman recently 
returned after a few weeks 
spent in the northern Ontario region, 
along the line of the Canada Atlantic 
Railway, and described to the Ex- 
aminer to-day the flist turpentine 
plant in Canada, that at Barry's Bay. 
From a cord of red pine stumps, the 
only kind that is any good for this 
purpose, 20 gallons of turpentine is 
obtained, sothat it will be seen that 
these same stumps, are of considerable 
value after all. After being cut into 
small pieces the stumps are ground 
into pulp and placed in retorts until 
the liquid is extracted by a process of 
distillation from the pulpy mass. 

The industry is one which gives 
promise of developing into an im- 
portant one. At present thirty men 
are employed, and this number will 
be increased in the near future. Up 
to the pr time the turpentine 
used in Canada has been received 
from the Southern States, where it is 
manufactured extensively, but in 
future it will be unnecessary to go 
beyond the bounds of this country to 
secure a supply of this commodity.

Deaths on Canadian Railways. 


Over Four Hundred Persons Killed on 
Railways in Two Years—Nearly 
Half Were Employes. 


Ottawa, March 15.—In a summary 
respecting accidents on railways from 


February 1, 1904, to March 31, 1906, it 
is shown that 402 persons were killed 
and 141 injured. 

On the G.T.R. 167 were killed and 
40 injured. 

On the O.P.R. 185 were killed and 
59 injured. 

On the C.N.R, 27 were killed and 24 
injured, 

Of the total killed 109 were tres- 
assing on the track, 42 were killed at 
evel crossings, 38 employes were 
killed while shunting, and 15 passen- 
gers were killed while attempting to 
get on a train while in motion, 

Fifteen passengers and nine em- 
ployes were killed from head-on colli- 
sions, and 25 passengers and three 
employes injured. 

aa rear-end collisions 17 passen- 
gers and 15 employes were killed. 

Of the total fatalities 73 were pas- 
sengers, 169 employes, and 161 are 
classed as ** other persons.”

HOW A FOREST Grows. 


Trees Have to Fight for Life, and Only 
a Small Proportion Survive, 


In order to understand fully the plant- 
ing and tending of forest trees, it is 
necessary for one first to understand how 
a forest starts and develops throughout 
its history. 

Take a case where a fire has burned 
olf a tract of Jand which before was 
covered with forest, or a tract where all 
the trees haye been blown down by a 
severe windstorm, On this yround seeds 
from neighboring trees may fall in large 
numbers, Some of these will germinate, 
though perhaps only a small part of 
those that fell, for Nature is very lavish 
in such cases, 

Afler a year or lwo a great many little 
seedling trees will be found, For a few| 
years every one of these little seedlings 
will have full chance to grow and de- 
velop as it likes, It will have to meet 
many dangers—those from drought and 
frost and too much rainfall, for instance 


—and naturally many of these young 
trees will die from such causes, But 


when these are overcome each little tree 
can grow ahead at its best rate for 
some time, enjoying as much as it likes 
of soil, space and light. 

THE FIGHTING BEGINS, 

As the years pass, however, and the 
little trees grow, the time comes when 
the crowns of the trees begin to touch 
one ‘another (the term “crown” means 
the branches and foliage sof the tree as 
a whole), ‘Thus the soll is now almost

completely shaded, and is benefited by 
being so shaded and is also made richer 
by tltedeaf-mould or humus made by the 
decay of the leaves and twigs fallen from 
the trees. 

The trees themselves are also greatly 
affected. Every tree, of course, just like 
all other plants, must have light in order 
fo make ils own food and so make a 
healthy growth ; if ils supply of light is 
cul off, the tree is hindered and perhaps 
killed altogether, But the tree can no 
longer grow out sideways, for all the 
space in that direction is occupied. So 
it spends all its strength in growing up- 
ward, The fastest and strongest growers 
are the trees that finally survive. The 
effect of having the light cut off is shown 
in the lower branches. These become, 
sickly and finally die, and in time are 
blown off by the wind or knocked off 
through being struck by other branches. 
ov are broken off in some other way. 

In the meantime the fastest growing 
trees are getling the most light, and so 
they have the best chance for develop- 
ment» Having gol above the other trees, 
they get the chance to spread out side- 
ways, and so to hinder by their shade— 
perhaps, finally to kill—their slower- 
growing companions, ‘This process will 
gon year after year, and in the end 
but a small part of the trees which ori- 
ginally started in the race will be alive. 


ACTUAL EXAMPLES. 


The resulls of actual work done in the 
forests shows this nicely. In the Turtle 
Mountain Forest Reserve, in Manitoba, 
where the commonest tree is the poplar, 
it was found that, while the average 
number of poplar trees per acre when 
the trees were ten years old was four 
thousand (4,000); when the trees had 
reached eighly years of age, the number 
was reduced to three hundred (800), At 
forly years of age there had been 850 
left, and at sixty years 425 had remained. 

‘The While Pine in New England: was 
stiidied some time ago by the United 
States Forest Service. In this case it 
was discovered that, while at ten years of 
age there were twenty-two hundred 
(2.200) trees per acre, at sixty years of 
age there were only two hundred and 
sixty (260). At thirty years of age there 
were 1,090 (just about half the number 
at ten years), at forly years 690 and at 
the end of half a century of growth, 400. 

FORESTRY PLANTING, 

In forest tree planting a hint is taken 
from these facts, and the trees are 
planted very close together—four or five 
feet apart each way, for instance, In a 
few years—six or eight, probably—the 
crowns of the trees meet and the ground 
is shaded, By far the most of the trees 
die, of course; the forester expects this 
iu the first place. But they have done 
their work In keeping the moisture in the 
qrojind and giving off fallen leaves and 
twigs to form humus. Besides, trees so 
planted grow taller and straighter, and 
so make better timber, 

THE STRUGGLE FINISHED. 

‘Trees that grow the highest are called 
“dominant” trees, The majority of the 
surviving trees lying between these 
classes (good, thrifly trees, though not 
standing out above their neighbors), are 
known as “sub-dominant.” 

But at last growth in height stops, 
chiefly becouse the trees are no longer 
able to pump up 4 proper supply of 
water into their tops, But the tree still 
keeps on growing in diameter at a pretty 
fast rate for several years, Finally, even 
this growth in diameter falls off largely, 
though it continues—al a less rate, of 
course—to a very old age. 

‘Trees often live to-a very preat age.

Grow themas fastas youcanand train 
them for the dairy and bave them come 
in at from two to two and one half 
years, according to development. We 
have known heifers that haye not 
shown up well till they were four 
years old. Don’t condemn them when 
young. Breed for quality as well as 
quantity. The time is coming when 
there will be more attention paid to 
butter fat than in the past. Keep re- 
cords of what your cows-are doing By 
weighing your milk at certain periods. 
Remember, it’s not the cow that gives 
the most in one day that’s always tke 
best. Stay with the breed you start 
in with, Eyery man should haye his 
preference for the dairy herd. 

Mr, Hume was then made the target 
for numerous questions, all of which 
were answered in a very able manner, 
He advised, in answer to one, that 
cattle be kept in stable from fall till 
spring in good, clean, well-lighted 
stables, 

The chairman voiced the opinion of 
Mr, Hume on keeping cattle stabled 
all winter, as it meant money saved. 
He then called on Mr. G, G, Publow, 
Chief Dairy Instructor, 

Mr. Publow was pleased to see such 
4 representative gathering. It wasa 
Rood thing for business men to meet 
once or twice a year to discuss mat- 
ters—same with farmers or dairymen. 
It was the object in making the 
change in directors to giye people a 
chance to discuss these matters. <A 
tnistake has been made in not appeal- 
ing to the local people, and we fave 
been endeavoring to get men who can 
discuss dairy matters, I think there 
is no more important work than dairy 
work, We have made a mistake in 
not blowing our own horn more, but 
we have been doing work on our own 
merit. To-day we have 85% of the 
trade in cheese in the Old Country. 
It is our object to hold that, and we 
haye the conditions that enable us to 
makethe goods, The most important 
thing is quality. Would say to the 
farmers to have a high ideal—it is 
very necessary to have it. Mine is 
perfection, and the object is to haye 
them bring the very highest price. 
We are all feeling good over the high 
price (12e¢.) of last season, and there 
was no son why it should not stay 
at that price, but we should not be 
satisfied with that, should try to 
make it bring 18c. or 4c. Let me say 
it is the cheapest food a ran can buy 
even at 12,13 or lie., so if you make 
the quality as good as can be made, 
and advertise, there is no reason why 
we can't command these prices and 
more. We want to make our cheese 


so appetizing to people that they will] 


take itin preference to other things. 
If itis a little sour or green we don't 
like to eatit near well, Get the 
cow that will give back what is ex 
pended upon her that pays for 
herself and has something left for you. 
A cow should give 6,000 Ibs. of milk 
per year, make thatu standard. Breed 
for quality—select the one that you 
think most of and feed her well 
your ideal, After you have 
milk its necessary to have it in such 
condition that your cheesemuker can 
give you best return Phe three fac 
that influence wholesome 
of mnidition of 
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Good cheese | 


you are going to mix it with other 
milk cool it down to 65°. This is 
easier said than done, but the question 
1ere arises, will it pay farmers to keep 
the appliances to put their milk in this 
shape, Sultry weather puts milk in 
bad condition, and the result of milk 
being in bad condition was largely due 
to farmers not having the proper ap- 
pliances. The qnestion was asked, 
can you cool milk too quick, to which 
a negative answer was given. When 
cooled to the proper degree, cover the 
milk, which will prevent any odors or 
foreign substances from getting into 
it. Milk absorbs odor, and a cheese- 
maker is justified in returning a pat- 
ron’s milk with bad odor. The worst 
season is when an animal is stabled 
and the hairs coming off and dropping 
in the milk, thus giving it a bad odor. 
Keep your milk ina clean place. It is 
as necessary to have a place for it as 
your grain, Another thing, be care- 
fulof yourcans. You may care tor 
your cows but if you don't be careful 
of yours cans it is no use. There is 
no danger bringing whey home in 
cans if you have the proper receptacle 
for it at the factory, The food also 
that the animal is given should be 
cared for, Weeds, turnips, rape and 
bad ensilage cause badly flavored 
milk, We should aim to keep clear 
of bad odors. These matters must be 
taken face to face, for if you have not 
done these things to help the better- 
ing of cheese you are doing that much 
to hinder them, When men have 
taken the best care of their milk they 
look to the maker to make the best 
cheese out of it. We must see that 
the consumer gets the quality. The 
better it is, the more will be used. We 
know there are thousands of our Can- 
adian cheese tar from what they 
should be. Cheese from other coun- 
tries sell for 4c. more per lb. than Can- 
adian cheese. We haye the country 
and theintelligence, and why should 
we be content with this, We know 
that if cheese were made better we 
could get more money. It costs no 
more to'make cheeso at 10c. a lb, than 
atl2c, Weare content with 12c., but 
are the clasy of goods enough to guar- 
antee the keeping up of this. People 
who are supplying other foodstuffs are 
doing all they can to supplant cheese. 
See that there is a man in the factory 
who can handle your milk to pertec- 
tion. Noone should be better able to 
giye you instructions than the cheese- 
maker as to care of milk, and you 
should cnnsult him on these matters, 
Am glaa to see the farmers taking an 
interest in the dairy meetings and in 
cheese-making. We then should have 
the proper buildings, We have many 
factories that are not what they 
should be and the farmers should see 
that they areina shape to give best 
results. ‘The whole of the proyince 
has been divided into districts with in- 
spectors who will gee that the cheese- 
makers keep their factories clean, If 
the cheesemaker is not what he ehould 
be he is warned and then fined. No 
matter what the factories are made of 
they must be kept clean. The object is 
to see that the product can be made 
better. Wecannot do this and haye 
it go out that the places of manufac- 
ture are filthy. Are we prepared to 
have our factories investigated ? ‘Ihe 
department has been enforced to take 
hold of this matter. If you want to 
stay in the dairy business you will 
haye to have these things arranged. 
We have to get after the weak spots. 
Your reward will be a strong consump- 
tion atastrong demand. You will 
also have to give makers more for their 
work. It is diflleult to get a bright, 
young man to go in and learn cheese- 
making to-day, Got conditions so as 
to give them a love for their work, 
The cheesomuker is a responsible man. 
In order to get the results we should 
haye from themilk we should have 
three things: milk right, cheesemaker 
right and building right. Mr, Publow 
then went over some of the conditions 
that exist from farm to shipping-point 
and answered a number of questions 
put to him regarding the care in hand- 
ling milk and cheese. :

JEN KINS.—On the morning of the 25th 

inst., Mr, W. H, Yénkine B.A. until 
recently Registrar of the Educational 
Department, passed away after a 
long illness which he bore with great 
patience, cheerfulness and fortitude, 

Mr. Jenkins, the son of Mr. Wm. 
Jenkins, well-known to our readers, 
and grandson of the Rev. W. Jenkins, 
one of the pioneer ministers of the 
Presbyterian Church ip Ontario, was 
born in 1862, in the County of York. 
When eight years of age he came with 
his purents to Madoc. 

His early education was received in 
the public school here, From it, when 
under the management of Mr. Kirk, 
he graduated with a second-class cer- 
tificate. For four years he taught in 
S. S. No. 10, Huntingdon (White 
Lake school). Afterwards he spent 
six months in the Hamilton Collegiate 
Institute. In the fall of 1885, he enter- 
ed? foronto University. During the fol- 
lowing year he spent a session in the 
Ottawa Normal School, After leaving 
it, he taught for a time, then re-enter- 
ed the University, from which he 
graduated in 1890 with first-class 
honors in Natural Science and the 
Cawthorn Medal, In the same year, 
he became Science Master in the 
Owen Sound Cellegiate Institute, 
Three years afterwards he was made 
Principal which he continued to be 
for nine years, Under his able man- 
agement, the Institute gained a fore- 
most place among the Secondary 
Schools of Ontario. 

In 1902, he accepted the position of 
Registrar of the Educational Council, 
an_ office of great responsibility re- 
quiring on the part of its ovcupant, 
not only high scholastic standing but 
a knowledge of men and affairs, and 
much judgment, tact and administra- 
tive ability. 

Mr. Jenkins’ career was in all its 
stages most creditable, honorable and 
inspiring. Among High School 
teachers, he was recognized as one of 
the most progressive and efficient. As 
a teacher of Science, hefhad few equals, 
He possessed the rare power of de- 
veloping in his students a loye of 
learning and of work. 

His work in the Education Depart- 
ment (mnch more varied, important 
and far-reaching in its character and 
influence than the title of the office 
which he held would indicate) won for 
him the admiration and confidence of 
his official superiors, reer and 
all who were acquainted with it. 

Aman of high ideals, remarkably 
alert and clear mind, attractive per- 
sonality, and unsullied character, he 
was respected by all who knew him 
and held in- affectionate esteem by 
those who knew him intimately. A 
great author has said that ‘the best 
evidence of a man’s fitness for any 
higher calling is the living up to his 
possibilities in that situation where he 
is without regard to where he might 
better like to be,” The present writer 
knows of few who more fully recog- 
nized the truth and wisdom of this 
and more} quietly, cheerfully and 
courageously lived up to it.

IIUGE SUMS SPENT ON. ITUNTING. — 


Cost of Sport in England More Than 
Twice That of Filly Years Ago. 
J re ros 

The fox hunting season of 1906-07, now 
drawing to a close, will be memorable 
as far as England and Wales ‘are con- 
cerned for ils open weather, large flelds 
and, speaking generally, first-class sport. 

On the whole, foxes have been fairly 

entiful; and there is hardly a hunt 
which cannot {ell of Several “very fino — 
runs, but local prejudice against hunting 
has resulted in loss of hounds and foxes 
in severat counties by poisoning, 

From figures obtained front one of the 
best authorities on fox hunting, it is 
possible to realize the enormous sums of 
money involyed in’ hunting foxes. This 
expert asserted that during the Jast fifty 
years the cost of hunting has more than 
doubled. Whereas, half a century ago 
the expense for a three-dhys a week hunt 
was about $6,000.it now requires $15,000 
a year and possibly something from tha 
master's own pocket to make the ac- 
counts balance. « 

There are about 170 packs of fox- 
hounds, consisting of about 6,000 
couples, in’ England.and Wales, and as 
the average number of days the hounds 
are out is about three per week, the cost 
of the packs alone is at, least $2,500,000 
a year. This, taking no account of Ire- 
land’s twenty-six packs, wilh about 1,100 
couples, and Scotlund’s eleven packs of 
890 couples. bate : 

The value of the hunters employed is 
an enormous figure. Probably 200,000 
aro used in English and Welsh hunts 
alone, and at low average value of $300 
each they avo in the aggregate worth not 
less than $60,000,000. At a very modest 
eslimate they cost the owners nearly, 
$40,000,000 to keep.

The first place visited: 
room and engine-house, and in this 
building are the 110 h.p, returu tubu- 
lar boiler, 3 and 5 drill conipressors, 
alsoa7h.p. engine which runs a 75- 
light dynamo, which furnishes light 
to the plant, also a 12 h. p. compress- 
ing hoist used is raising the bucket 
from the shaft of the mine. The next 
place called at was the smelter, while, 
bot 1 operation, had been ruaning 
up till six o'clock the day before. The 
furnace in this building bas a capacity 
of 50 tons every 24 hours, and we were 
told that 35 tons have been run through 
in twelve hours, Coke is used as fuel 
(of which they have several hundred 
tons on hand) with silica, a quartz 
which {fs got trom a property adjoin- 
ing that of the mine. The slag runs 
off into pots and is wheeled out into 
the dump, while the matte runs down 
into « crucible, from which it is taken 
in pots and when hardened is then 
ready for shipment, In the smelting 
room area pair of the latest type of 
weigh scales with which the proper 
quantities of material are ineted out 
for the furnace. In this building also 
is a 60 h.p. boiler and a 10 h.p. hoist. 

From the smelter we then went 
down to the main shaft and after don- 
ning « paiv of overalls and smock with 
miners’ hat, we went down stairs and 
ladders for a depth of three hundred 
fret into the pit. - Here the men were 
busy digging and filling up the buckets 
aid following along the vein, which is 
o* considerable width. The Operations 
go on in the pit day and nght, the 
Giillers working at night aod the dig- 
gers during the day, 

At present the mine 
thirty-five men, and right at the 
works have a large S-story boarding 
house for their accommodation, 

This mine is operated by the Medina 
Copper Company, of which Mr, Cole 
Saunders is the managing director, 
and is a great addition to the business 
part of Eldorado, 

It was a very interesting trip, and

Railway Wreck at Myrtle. 


Two C.P.R. Trains Collide Killing Two 
Men and Injuring Two Others. 


Two men killed, two seriously injur- 
ed, and two freight trains wrecked 
form the casualty list of a head on 
collision which occurred on the C.P.R. 
about two miles east of Myrtle station 
about half-past ten Monday morning. 

The dead men, Firemen C2 Jones 
and Brakeman H, Howes, were re- 
moyed from the wreck about two 
hours after the collision, 

The trains came together in a dense 
for, The eastbound freight was 
hauled by engine No. 759, and it was 
to this engine that Fireman Jones be- 
longed, Engineer Kyle escaped with 
slight injury. Brakeman Howes, 
who was in the cab of engine 1438, 
was scalded to death. 

The trains were go'ng at the rate of 
about thirty miles an hour, | In the 
westbound freight there were eighteen 
cars, all of which are reported to have 
been derailed. In the eastbound 
freight there were between twenty- 
five and thirty cars. Five cars have 
been completely demolished. 


The wreck is said to have been the 
result of a mistake in orders by Con- 
ductor Cook, of the eastbound train. 
The trains, it is reported, should have 
crossed at Myrtle.
